Crowth of Spirit 

26. “And he said, So is the 
kingdo:.. of God, as if a man 
should cast seed upon the earth; 
27. and should sleep and rise night 
and day, and the seed should 
spring up and grow, he knoweth 
not how, 28. The earth beareth 
fruit of herself; first the blade, 
then the ear, then the full grain 
in the ear. 29. But when the 
fruit is rope, straightway he put- 
teth forth the sicklep because the 
harvest is come.” First the par- 
able tells us that there is a mys- 
tery to the growing of that which 
is sown, ‘How true this is. With 
all of our vast knowledge of 
botany there is one thing that 
man does not know, and that is 
how. a plant really grows. Second- 
ly, there is an emphasis placed 
on the gra.ual growth of the seea 
-and this, a’so, is true in all nor- 
mal, spiritual life. Finally there 
is a harvest. There is an end of 
growing; a maturity ordained of 
God. Life is of God. Growth is 
of God. The harvest is of God. 
We can co-operate with God, ana 
use all those means which He has 
ordained to bring about that nor- 
mal growth in our. spiritual lives, 

which is according to His will. 


Grain of Mustard Seed 


30. “And he said, How shall 
we liken the. kingdom of God? 
or in what parable shall we set 
it forth? 31, It is like a grain of 
mustard seed, which, when it is 
sown upon the earth, though it 
be less than all the seeds that are 
upon the earth, 32. Yet when it 
is sown, groweth up, and becometh 
greater than all the herbs, and 
putteth out great branches; so 
that the birds of the heaven can 
lodge under the shadow thereof.’ 
This parable may be interpreted 
as illustrating the phenomenal 
growth of the Christian Church. 
The growth of the mustard seed, 


the smallest of all seeds, is an ab- . 
normal 


growth, shooting out 
at brances and becoming, as 
uke says, a great tree. It is true 
that Christianity did so grow, but 
it should be noticed that our Lord 
speaks of fowls lodging in the 
branches of this large tree. Fowls 
everywhere in Scripture have an 
unclean significance. They pol- 
lute a tree. They do not belong 
to the tree itself. This is exactly 
what happened in the so-called 
“conquest” of the Roman Empire 
by Christianity. It became - so 
powerful that the nations, instead 
of opposing it, took shelter in it, 
and, therefore, brought pollution 
into the Chureh, worldliness and 
the things that pertain to secular 
government. By the nations of 
the earth finding shelter in Chris- 
ftianity, and giving it their super- 
ficial approval and countenance, 
they did not elevate themselves to 
the high level of a separated and 
sanctified people, but they brought 
the Church down toward their 
level of carnality and secularity.

Convert Sea Water 
AInto Drinking Water 


The most fascinating piece of 
equipment to be installed in three 
new trans-Atlantic flying boats 
being built for American Export 
Airlines is a still for converting 
sea water into drinking water, 
says Business Week. These stills 
are to be standard equipment in 
the planes’ collapsible lifeboats. 
The still operates on solidified 
fuel in cans, each one of which 
will burn for two hours, time 
enough to distill a quart of water. 
The condenser is a flexible tube 
which is thrown overboard so that 
sea Water cools the steam and thus 
converts 't into drinking water, 
The fuel cain be used fur cooking, 
too, and the water container be- 
comes a pressure cooker. To be 
able to carry the ingenious de- 
vice, American Export Airlines 
had to take out a regular New 
York State distiller’s licence.

Council Is-Form 


An eight-man combined chiefs- 


_ of-staff board has been establish- 


ed in the United Nations war capi- 
tal at Washington to direct all 
British-American joint action by 
land, sea and air and on factory 
assembly lines. 

In its announcement of the 
move the war department said the 
new board “amounts to a com- 
bined command post for the con- 
cuct of ali joint operations of the 
two governments in the war.” 

Besides directing “military op- 
erations it will have jurisdiction 
over production and distribution 
of war supplies. It will work in 
collaboration with representatives 
of the other United Nations. 

On broad strategical questions 
it will make joint recommenda- 
tions to the heads of the Ameri- 
can and British governments. It 
is empowered to act without de- 
lay on immediate matters relating 
to current operations. 

Formation of a new munitions 
assignment board was also ‘an- 
nounced. Headed by Harry Hop- 
kins; it will decide where weapons 
will be most useful to carry out 
United Nations strategy. Other 
members are land, air and sea 
officers of the two governments.

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HOW CAN I? 


Q. How can 1 keep brown 
sugar from getting lumpy? 

A. Keep the brown sugar in 
an open jar or canister in the re- 
frigerator, and it will become and 
remain soft and free from lumps. 

Q. How can I keep my hands 
smooth and white? 

A. Use regularly a solution 
consisting of equal parts of gly- 
cerin and lemon juice, well mixed; 
a few drops of: alcohol and ‘a 
little rosewater can be added for 
a slight perfume. 

Q. How can I make use of 
left-over egg yolks? 

A. Very often the housewife 
finds that she*has egg yolks lef: 
for which there is no immediate 
use. By boiling them hard, the 
yolks will keep, and they can be 
grated over a salad, creamed sal- 
mon, or baked fish. 

Q. How can I prevent that 
cloudy look in glasses that have 
contained milk?, 

A. Rinse glasses that have 
been used for milk in eold water 
before washing in hot water. 
Heat dries the milk into the glass, 
giving it a cloudy appearance, 

Q. How should chamois gloves 
be washed? 

A. Make a strong suds of 
white castile soap. Dissolve 1 
teaspoonful of borax in %-pint 
hot water and add this to 1 quart 
When cold, put 
gloves on hands and wash gently 
in the same manner as washing 
the hands. Kinse in the same 
way. When dry, rub between the 
hands to soften,

Fifth columnists are potentially 
more menacing than airplanes and 
tanks, said Robert Goffin, noted 
Belgian lawyer and writer, when 
addressing members of L’Alliance 
Francaise at the Chateav Laurier 
not long ‘ago.

a PLEBISCITE BILL 

The Dominion Plebiscite Act, 1942, 
was submitted to the House on Feb- 
ruary 23rd by the Honourable Nor- 
man Alexander McLarty, K. C., Sec- 
retary of State. The bill contains only 
ten sections and will be referred to a 
special committee of the House whose 
chief task will be to deal with regu- 


™ one hundred and thirty. 
The bill iteelf is not specifically con- 
fined to the proposed plebiscite on a 
_ release from anti-conscription pledges 
but rather under it, a plebiscite might 


to wartime conditions only. The bill 
provides that the Governor-in-Council 
may order by proclamation the tak- 
ing of a plebiscite, fixing the date 
and stating the- question to be sub- 
mitted to the voters. 

The qualifications ‘or voters are set 
forth in the bill, and provides that 
the persons in the armed services may 
vote even if under twenty-one years 
of age; but that internees, also per- 
sons who get exemption or postpone- 
ment of military service as well as 
conscientious objectors. and certain 
persons of enemy-origin may not vote. 

It further provides that conscien- 
tious objectors who do vote shall be 
barred from claiming future exemp- 
tion or postponement of military 
training. . 

An crdinary voter must be a Brit- 
ish ‘subject, must be twenty-one years 
of age at the date cf voting, must 
have been ordinarily a resident of 
Canada for twelve months prior to 
date of voting and crdinarily a resi- 
dent in the polling division on the 
twenty-eighth day before the date of 
voting. 

A new voters’ liet will have to be 
prepared because it is estimated that 
ever 400,000 young Canadians have 
reached voting-age since the general 
election in March, 1940. Another 
reason is that large war plants have 
been established during the past two 
years in districts which were sparsely 
populated before the war.

ficient to boil after the boiling 
point is reached. If the heat is 
slower such as coal, boil from -ten 
to fifteen minutes (never longer), 
After this boiling return it to the 
earthenware container and allow 
it to cool slowly and again remain 
over night. The next morning 
measure juice and pulp, cup by 
cup, and for every cup of juice 
and pulp measure the same 
amount of sugar. Place the sugar 
where it will get warm—not hot, 
but warm. Commence the boiling 
of the juice and pulp. When it 
has reached the boiling point stir 
in the sugar very gradually, stix 
ring constantly until dissolved, 
Boil until, when dropped from a 
spoon, it will spin a thread, This 
should be from fifteen to thirty 
minutes, but never longer, Lotig 
boiling of marmalade makes it a 
dark color and spoils the flavor. 

Pour into containers and cover 
with paraffin, 

Now’ | have discussed with you 
the type of heat, the type of fruit, 
and the length of boiling. Just 
one thing more; when making this’ 
full recipe | never boil it all to.« 
gether. 1 divide it into three poe 
tions; a smaller amount is easier 
to make, 

Occasionally for very special 
marmalade, 1 do add three table. — 
spoons of white corn syrup to the 
above recipe, adding syrup about 
five minutes before removing 
from heat. if dividing into three 
boilings, add. one tablespoon te 
each boiling. The syrup adds a 
little more of a honey flavor,

Isn’t Russia the 
only nation that has conducted a 
brilliant war aganist Hitler, ana 
the only nation that has carried 
out a grand strategy? General 
MacArthur, in a greeting to the 
Red Army, said: “In my lifetime 
I have participated in a number 
of wars and have witnessed others, 
as well aa studying in great detall 
the campaigns of outstanding 
leaders of the past. In none have 
I observed such effective re- 
sistance to the heaviest blows of 
a hitherto undefeated enemy fol- 
lowed by a smashing counter-af- 
tack., The scale and grandeur of 
this effort marks it as the great- 
eat military achievement in all 
history.” 

Task of Red Army 
The courage and endurance of

Responsibility For Defeats 

It is important to understand 
that responsibility for the unsat- 
isfactory conduct of the war does 
not fall on any one man, but on 
a system that made early deféats 
inevitable. 

Before ‘this war, the British 
Empire was.a loose association of 
nations and colonies, relying on 
the mother country for _ protec- 
tion. None maintained an ade- 
quate fighting force, not even 
Britain herself. Britain did, how- 
ever, have a powerful navy which 
was considered sufficient to pro- 
tect her possessions and com. 
merce in all parts of the world. 
Reliance was also placed in the 
French fleet, particularly for con- 
trol of the Mediterranean. Bri. 
tain depended on the French 
armies—-they failed. She de. 
pended on American naval super- 
lority in the Pacifie—that failed. 


Task of British 


The task of total war was too 
great for British preparedness, 
Britain was called upon to protec. 
her island home, to safeguard the 
Mediterranean shores of Africa, 
to build up an army in the Middle 
East, to arm her forces in*the 
Far East, to furnish war mater- 
ials to Russia and China. 

It was not so much a matter 
of faulty strategy on Britain's 
part but a case of sheer physical 
incapacity .that caused initial re- 
verses, The British Empire was 
not equipped for war and no 
government, whether headed by 


Churchill or any other man, could 


have shoped to achieve victories 
with the materials on hand. 

In the reconstruction of his 
eabinet, Mr. Churchill retained 
the post of Minister of Defence 
but, to free himself of routine 
duties, appointed Mr. Clement R. 
Attlee to the new position of 
Deputy Prime Minister. 

The changes made by Mr. 
Churchill should meet with the 
widest approval. There is a feel- 
ing of great relief that the Prime 
Minister has by his prompt ac- 
tion eased thé growing tension in 
Parliament. \ Renewed confidence 
will now be*felt in the cabinet

Behind closed doors a question 
of naval warfare was under dis- 
cussion. 

“If any enemy submarine is 
sighted, the sighting ship must 
open fire immediately,” a quietly- 
spoken officer was saying 

“If -you are not sure whether 
he’s an enemy, open fire rat de - 
he continued. Then, grimly, 
must not waste opportunities,” 

There were appreciative nods 
from his audience. They were 
captains all, masters of ships 
bound for the war areas. Not 
captains of ships built for war, 
but men whose peacetime cargo 
carriers have been armed with 
guns against both submarines and 
aircraft, so that they will have 
some means of defence and so 
that “opportunities will not be 
wasted.” 

They were sitting in what the 
war has made familiar as a “con- 
voy conference,” getting their 
final instructions before their 
fleet sailed from a Canadian port, 
outward bound with food and sup- 
plies and vital necessities for 
those other parts of an Empire 
at war. 

It was a formal conference, 
with formality natural to men 
hearing responsibility. There was 
nothing of the atmosphere of 
class-room or leeture-hall, though, 
for this was « conference of equals 
recognizing that each had his own 
duty to perform, and that each 
was dependent upon the other. 

On the one hand were highly 
trained, keenly specialized Cana- 
dian naval officers, with all the 


experience and knowledge of the: 


Navy behind them. And all the 
knowledge, too, of the hazards 
into which the conferees were go- 
ing, and which they were to share. 

On the other hand were the 
captains of the merchant ships. 
Each, in his own ship supreme. 
Each, after years of command, 
grown used to independent action 
and to making his own decisions. 
And each, at the dictates of war, 
abandoning his prized independ- 
ence for the extra strength and 
the extra safety which come with 
the sending of ships to sea in 
closely guarded convoys. 


They were veterans of the At- 
lantic Battle at the conference. 
Presiding was a “convoy commo- 
dore,” the man who was to direct 
the fleet from the bridge of one 
of the merchant ships. Already, 
this war, he has many crossings 
behind him, and a reputation for 
“getting the ships through.” 

“Getting them through,” he 
said bluntly, was the only thing 
which mattered to him. 

¢I don’t intend to leave any- 
body behind, we all will get across 
together,” he declared. “We 
don’t want any stragglers, and we 
don’t want anybody losing the 
convoy at night. If you are hav- 
ing any trouble, let me know, and 
we'll do something about it.” 

Calmly and confidently he out- 
lined his plans. Each captain had 
a copy of the convoy orders, and 
a chart showing the cruising dis- 
positions of the ships.. Orders and 
charts Were given close attention 
as the commodore went over them 
point by point. 

This to be done if a ship was 
damaged; that if the enemy -at- 
tacked. Precautions to be taken 
against making too much smoke, 
which would give away the con- 
voy position in daytime; or against 
showing lights,’ the flare of a 
careless match or the glare of an 


improperly shielded lamp, which 
would draw danger at night. 
Smaller points, too, which these 
men of experience recognize as 
being important. The need for 
dumping rubbish overboard only 


at certain dark hours, so that no 


trail may be left on the sea’s sur- 
fuee to guide the submarines 
which strike from below. Care 


that rio slick of oil be left to pro- 
vide yet another trail. 
Carefully the captains 
each point as it was made, They 
wear no uniforms, and do not 
claim to be fighting men, but they 
are men wise in the ways of sea 
warfare and know the tricks of 
circumventing the enemy as well 
as the art of fighting him if he 


noted 


appears. To them this study of 
convoy orders was not an empty 
westure, staled through repetition, 
yut a meeting of their board of 
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strategy, making ware that all was 
im order before their fleet put 
out to sea. 

Sitting with them were uni- 
formed officers ef the fighting 
service, captains of Canadian es 
eort ships which were to throw 
their shield around the merchant 
fleet. They, too, studied their 
orders in intent silence, complet- 
ing their plans so that the protec- 
tion they could give would be of 
the greatest. 


The conference drew to a elose, 
The commodore had given his last 
verbal orders, his next would be 
by signal from the bridge of the 
merchant ship in which he would 
lead the fleet. There remained 
only his good wishes, 

“A good and safe passage to 
you all,” he said, “and the best 
of good luck. ‘’ hope we meet 
safely on the other side.” » 

The wishes were echoed by the 
Naval Control Service Officer and 
by the Naval Officer in charge ef 
the port where the fleet had as- 
sembled. Not effusive wishes, by 
any means, just a quiet but ex- 
tremely sincere “safe and pleas- 
ant voyage. as 

There is no room fer demon- 
strativeness in a eonvoy confer- 
ence, and the men who take their 
part in it are not looking for kind 
words. More satiafying to these 
merchant ship captains was the 
knowledge that the naval aufh- 
orities had bent their every effort 
to making their voyage “safe and 


pleasant.” That they had watehed 
over the arrival of their ships in 
Canadian waters, had cleared the 
way for them through the intrica> 
elez of unloading and loading, re- 
fuelling and taking supplies on 
board, arranged for minor repaixe 
and been on land to straighten 
away the difficulties and delays 
which beset a ship in port. And, 
in all this, had done their job 
under the cloak of secrecy with 
which they cover ship movements 
as one of the most important fac- 
tors for safety, 


The conference broke up, and 
there was a general mingling of 
all those who had taken part. A 
denior naval officer (four rings 
of gold on his sleeve told of his 
captain’s rank, and rows of col- 
oured ribbons on his coat told of 
the service he had already given 
his country) was host, for the 
conference had been held in the 
ward room of his base. For that 
matter, he had been host to the 
captains for the time they had 
been in port, throwing the ward 
room open to them ag a club, 
where they could relax in their 
short hours off duty. Business, 
for the moment, was over. . The 
men who had met, on equal foot- 
ing, as conferees at a board of 
strategy now were meeting as mu-. 
tually appreciative friends, 


There was good reason for their 
easy friendship for the bond be- 
tween them, these captains in 
lounge suite and their brothers in 
uniform, has been forged strongly 
during the months they have been 
fighting —- and winning — the 
Battle of the Atlantic together. 


A Weekly Column About This and That in The Canadian Army 


Funny how on thing leads to 
another, ian’t it? Last week's 
column ended with a reference to 
the pronunciation of the word, 
“Lieutenant.” 

Two correspondents and a large 
volume of the Oxford Dictionar} 
supplied information on the origin 
of British mispronuneiation of an 
Anglicized French word. As the 
two correspondents (could they be 
the sum total of this column’s 
readers?) also made some entirely 
irrelevant comments upon the 
writer’s mentality we'll pass them 
by and concentrate on the diction- 
ary’s explanation, 


Apparently both pronunciations 
are correct. The dictionary points 
out that the derivation is from the 
Latin “locum tenens” which be- 
came in French, “lieu”’—in place 
of, ‘tenant’ ty hold. In the 
14th and 15th centuries English 
scriveners wrote the word vari- 
ously as “lieu” and “liev’’—ten- 
ant and the latter spelling later 
degenerated into “luv” or “luf” 
-~tenant. Hence the British pre: 
nunciation——“leftenant,”’ 

Yes, I know the pronunciation 
doesn’t match the spelling. But 
just think for a minute—how do 
ty pronounce “plough,” “cough,” 

“through,” for example? 

" The foregoing isn’t as irrele- 
vant as it might seem for the 
subject of today’s essay is-—offi- 
cers. Officers all the way from 
Lance-Corporal to Field Marshal. 

You didn’t know Lance-Corpor- 
als were officers? Sure they are 
and very important ones, too! 
To be meticulous, he is a Non- 
Commissioned officer, one of % 
three types of officers to be found 
in the individual citizen’s army. 
Another type is the officer who 


holds His Majesty’s commission 
ranging in rank from Second 
Lieutenant to Field Marshal. 
There are more Lieutenants than 
Field Marshals! ‘ 

And the.e are more Lance-Cor- 


porals than Lieutenants. 
To get the record straight here 


is the infantry list. Lance-Cor.- 
eral, Corpotal, Sergeant, Company 
Quartermaster Sergeant, all these 
are Non-Commissioned Officers. 
Next comés, Company © Sergeant 
Major, Regimental Quartermaster 
Sergeant, Regimental Sergeant- 
Major; these are warrant officers. 
Commissioned officers are, Second 
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Lieutenant, Lieutenant, Gistaie: 
Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, Col- 
onel, Brigadier, Major-General, 
Lieutenant-General, General and 
Field Marshal, 

And don’t ask me why a Lieut- 
enant-General is senior to a Major- 
General when a Lieutenant is jun- 
ior to a Major! 

Where does the Canadian Army 
get ite officers? The answer is, 
from the ranks, Every candidate 
for a commission today, except in 
a few cases where civilian tech- 
nical qualifications are the decid- 
ing factor in the appointment, is 
dressing in khaki serge at the 
time his name is considered. 

He may reach commissioned 
rank in one of two ways. I al- 
most said one is the hard way. 
As a matter of fact both ways 
are hard from the point of view 
of the outsider but quite possible 
of attainment by the soldier who 
has the necessary quality of lead- 
ership, educational qualifications, 
and guts. 

Many an officer has worked his 
way up through the non-commis- 
sioned and warrant ranks, Oth- 
ers, and they are incre numerous 


’ when there is a war on, have been 


selected as privates to go to the 
Officers’ Training Centre for a 
strenuous course. 

In each case the recommenda- 
tion is'-made by the man’s com- 
manding officer who submits the 
name to the District Officer Com 
manding. If the latter concurs, 
the nairg is placed upor. the 
eligible list and in due course, aa 
vacancies occur at the training 
centre, the embryo officer goes 
up for training. 

Appointments té the rank of 
Lance-Corporal and promotions to 


higher non-commissionéd ranks 
are mage by reecimental com- 
manderg upon the reconimenda- 


tion of company or uther officers, 
Warrant officers, with the extep- 
tion of Regimental and Staff 
Sergeants-Major whose warrants 
are issued by the Minister of Na- 
tional Defence, are promoted in 
the same way.

The trouble, it is explained, is 
not in the gasoline, one gallon of 
which contains 99,000,000 foot- 
pounds of potential power, but in 
the difficulty of building vehicles 
and highways which will permit 
complete advantage to be taken 
of this dynamic fuel. 

Scientific progress will do much 
to improve operating efficiency of 
the motor vehicle, and also will 
improve the highway, it is believ- 
ed, but. the complete elimination 
of power losses cannot even be 
imagined at the present time— 
and probably not in the future, 


FROST-CRACKED HIGHWAYS 

A recently developed and effec- 
tive method of preventing frost 
heaves from cracking and break- 
ing pavements relies on rock salt 
as a road base, both in new con- 
struction and in repair work and 
patching. The salt reduces the 
freezing point of moist or water- 
logged soil, but it is no substitute 
for adequate drainage, excavation 
or backfill with granular mater- 
ial, Highway engineers in the 
Northeastern United States, as 
well as in Canada, report that 
practically no frost heaving has 
occurred on salt-treated ° sub- 
grades, even though the amount 
of salt incorporated in the soil is 
only five pounds per square yard 
of area,

Australia Mobilizes 
Men and Resources 


Prime Minister John Curtin an- 
nounced recently the war cabinet 
had been directed to mobilize 
all human and material resources 
in Australia for the defence of 
the commonwealth against the 
Japanese. 

Austalia was put on a full war 
footing in answer to Curtin’s call 
for mobilization of the island con- 
tinent’s manpower and resources. 

“That means clearly and spec- 
ifically that every person in 
this country is now at the service 
of the government to work for the 
defence of Australia,” he said, 
in a mobilization statement. 

“Only two things stand between 
us and the overthrow of every- 
we have and hope to have, These 
are the heroism and fighting pow- 
er of our men going to battle and 
the industry, zeal and devotion 
of the men left behind.” 

In his statement on mobiliza- 
tion, Curtin said: 

“We have reached the stage 

when a new way of life is impel- 
led on us. All your leisure now 
~——whether due to industrial regu- 
lation or your fortunate position 
—-must be devoted to the service 
of your fellow men... 
“The challenge has been flung 
down. Adversity has never cowed 
you, overwhelming odds have ne- 
ver intimidated you, and today I 
call on you to invoke al] the best 
qualities of your ancestry. Go 
forth to the workshop and fac- 
tory to work there as long as you 
can stand.” 


Marginal Mines 
Resume Operations 


Since the price of.mercury has 
gone up from $162 to $215 for a 
flask of 76 pounds in the last 
year, some of the marginal mines 
have been able to resume opera- 
tions, states the Windsor Star: 


for any prolonged period since 
the last war. 
Mexico produces about 18,006 


flasks of mercury annually. Ja- 
pan used to bid higher than the 
United States for the metal, but 
the Americans have been -getting 
the total Mexican export for the 
last few months. Apart from pro- 
duction in the United States, the 
Mexican mines provide most of 
the mercury used by the Ameri- 
cans, 

The way the Japanese were 
purchasing this Mexican, mercury 
is another proof of the prepara- 
tions that were made by Japan 
for the present war. Tokio ex- 
tended a long arm to gather in the 
necessities for munitions, while 
other countries still hoped peace 
could be sustained.

IN MEMORY OF A 
GREAT MAN 


The Late Sir Frederick Banting 


A year-ago Sir Frederick Bant- 
ing was flying over the sea in the 
service of his country when he 
waa killed in an airplane acci- 
dent. His tmissior was to corre- 
late the results of aviation medi- 
eal research here in Canada with 
results obtained by scientific in- 
vestigation in the Motherland. 

Last week Sir Frederick's death 
was marked by a spec'al service 
at the University of Toronto, In 
opening the service, Dr. H. J, 
Cody, president of the University, 
eaid “Sir Frederick Banting’s life 
is a challenge to all Canadian 
youth to use imagination, energy 
and knowledge in the service of 
mankind.” He was’ “one of the 
world’s greateat benefactors — 
the discoverer of insulin, a direc- 
tor of research in many fields of 
medicine, a man of singular mod- 
esty, unselfishness and friendli- 
ness,” 

The University of Toronto has 
planned to hold a lecture on medi- 
eal research cach year on the an- 
niversary of Sir Frederick’s death, 
In delivering the first lecture last 
week, Dr. C, J. Muckenzie of the 
University of Saskatchewan said 
that Sir Frederick's success ‘had 
been responsible for development 
of the whole field of medical re- 
earch in Canada and had given 
i& impetus all over the world, “It 
may well be,” he said, “that fut- 
ure generations willl reckon his 
contribution in this regard as even 
greater than his contribution of 
inaulin,”’

DISCOVERING WHY PEOPLE

Genesis 43:34, Psalm 104:14, 15; 
Proverbs 31:4-7; Ecclesiastes 21 
1-3, 10, 11; Isaiah 56:12; I Cor. 

10:6, 7. » 

GOLDEN TEXT. — Wine is « 
mocker ... And whosoever erreth 
thereby is not wise. Proverbs 
20:1. 

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING. 

Time.—The dates in this lesson 
are of no importance whatever, 
and the following are only tenta- 
tive. The-event referred to in the 
Book of Genesis occurred about 
1700 B.C, Psalms, Proverbs and 
Ecclesiastes were written between 
1050 and 1000 B.C. The prophecy 
from Isaiah was utterd about 712 
B.C. The words quoted from the 
First Epistle to the Corinthians 
were written. about A.D, 49. 

Place.—The event referred to 
in Genesis took place in Egypt. 
Many of the Psalms, Proverbs and 
Ecclesiastes were written in Jer- 
usalem, as was also much of the 
book of Isaiah. Corinth was a 
great Greek city of Paul's day, 
located in Southern Greece. 

84. “And he toko and sent 
messes unto them from him: but 
Benjamin's mess waa five times 
so much as any of theirs, And 
they drank and were merry with 


him.” Joseph now prepares a 
great banquet for all of his 
brethren. .The unusually large 


portion assigned to Benjamin was 
designed as an expression of his 
atrong fraternal affection. There 
is not the slightest thing in this 
passage that what these men did 
met with any Divine disapproval. 


God's Goodness 


14. “He causeth the grass to 
grow for the catt’», and the herb 
for the service of man; Ahat he 
may bring forth food out of the 
earth. 15. And wine that maketh 
giad the heart of inan, and oll to 
make his face to shine, and bread 
that strengthens man's heart”, 
God makes the soil respond to 
man’s tillage with abundant pro- 
duce. The word ‘herb’ here in- 
eludes all vegetable products, God 
provides for man’s enjoyment as 
tell as for his sustenance. God 
appoints to the lowllest creature 
ita portion and takes care that he 
hes it. The herb ia Zor man and 
he must till the soil, or it will 
not be produced. The wine men- 
tloned had the quality of ferment- 
ed liquors; it gladdened the heart. 
Thus, if taken to excess, it would 
have led to intoxication. 


Day of Reckoning Postponed 


4. “It is not for kings, O Lemuel 
it is not for kings te drink wine; 
Nor for princes to say, where is 
strong drink? 5, Lest they drink 
yand forget the law, and pervert 
the justice due to any that ia af- 
flicted. 6. Give strong drink to 
him that ia ready to perish, and 
wine unto the bitter in soul: 7. 
Let him drink and forget his pov- 
erty, and remember his misery ne 
more.” One well knows the temp- 
tations to which kings were sub- 
jected and how perverted and 
weak the life of a king could be 
made, when he allowed himself to 
grossiy indulge in those things 
that took away his wisdom for 
governing. Those who thus drink 

’ forget the law, and thereby ren- 
der false judgment. Weare not 
commanded to give: drink unto 
man; rather are we permitted to 
give liquor to other people if we 


my heart rejoiced because of all 
my labor; and this was my por. 
tion from all my labor. 11. Then 
I looked on all the works that 
my hands had wrought, and on 
the labor that I had labored to 
do; and,, behold, all was vanity 
and a striving afte: wind, and 
there was no profit under the 
sun.” ‘The mirth, or happiness, 
to which Solomon thus addictea 
himself was the mirth of festive 
oonvivialty. It was not to soll- 
tary drinking but to the pleasure 
of the festive board that he re- 
solved to “eat, and to drink, and 
to be merry.” He determined 
at the same cime to acquaint his 
heart with wiadom. Some, it ts 
true, understand this, of wisely 
regulating his indulgences, enjoy- 
ing without exceeding. But, after 
all, where was the charm in all 
this? It was merely novelty. His 
heart rejoiced im his labors but 
not after them. They were by 
and by completed; the novelty of 
them passed away; and with the 
novelty the pleasure which they 
had yielded. 


False Sense’ of Security 
12. “Come ye, say they, I will 


fetch wine, and we will fill ous- 
selves with strong drink; and to- 
morrow shall be as this day, a day 
great beyond measure.” Indul- 
gence of this kind was habitual 
There was an intention to con- 
tinue it because they loved it, and 
meant to drink deeper and deeper, 


Salvation Detentmined 

6. “Now these things were our 
examples, to the intent we should 
not lust after evil things, as they ' 
also lusted. 7. Neither be idola-~ 
ters, as were some of them; as 
it is written. The people sat down 
to eat and drink, and rose up te 
play.” The matter of drinking 
is not a matter which determines 
salvation, but it is a matter which 
determines spirituality in that sal- 
vation and the usefulness .of the 
life of the believer.

CLASS HELD IN MADOC 


The Farm Management Class held 
in the town hall on March 10th and 
lith, under the sponsorship of the 
Madoc Agricultural Society had 4 
total attendance of 41. Mr. Hare of 
of the Economics Division, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture and Mr. 
Miller, a farmer from Markham as 
sisted -him in the lectures. 

Mr. Hare said in the course of the 
lectures he had found most farmers 
eager to do a full shareg in the war 
effort while at the same time realiz- 
ing their first responsibility was to 
their families and themselves. 

There are many today who talk as 
if all we need is good prices and ev- 
everything on the farms will be all 
right. 

He went on to say that actually 
there were as many difficulties cn 
farms during good times as bad. Price 
itself did not make for certain profit. 
It was the difference between prite 
and cost. Actually in the complicated 
structure of commerce the farmer had 
little to say in the selling price of his 
produce. He could strive for prem- 
iums by producing above average and 
could help by knowing his market. 
The only real chance for making any 
pre*it was in knowing and controlling 
costs and to do this he must know a 
great deal more about his business 
than most tarmers did today. 

He referred to the surveys made of 
800 Ontario farms during the last 4 
years and some of the lessons learned. 
As a result of this study a yardstick 
has been worked out, which if applied 
with . discrimination would show 
whether a farm was a paying prop- 
oaition and if not where the trouble 
lay.

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Farm Committees 
To Mobilize Labor 


mers in Vital Task’ of Pre 
duction 


Finally, something practical is 
proposed to be done to help the 
farmers of Ontario in their vital 
task of producing in war times. 
The labor shortage is to be tack- 
led in a business, rather than a 
holiday, fashion. Mechanical 
equipment is to be pooled. 

This prospect emerges from an 
announcement by Hon J. M. 
Dewan, Minister of Agriculture, 
that an agricultural war com. 
mittee is to be organized in each 
county of the province. Agri- 
cultural representatives have been 
at work on the formation of these 
committees. 

These county committees wil 
mobilize the available labor; they 
will work out a scheme by whieh 
mechanical equipment, plentiful 
in some sections and compara- 
tively scarce in others, ia put 
fully to work. This phase of the 
farm problem is heightened by 
the probability that it will be 
‘difficult to buy new equipment. 
Full use of existing machines is 

_ contemplated. 


Labor Problem 


Work on the labor problem Js 
particularly important. Announce- 
ment of the organization of th 
provincial county. committees, 
which will deal vith this prob- 
jem, among others, is virtually 
coincident with federal plans to 
introduce domestic service under 
the National Mobilization and Re- 
sources Act. County committees, 
working. through the provineial 
government, will be able to relate 
their needs to the general pro- 
gram of selective service, In any 
event, just as they propose te 
keep mechanical *quipment mov- 
ing out to points where it will be 
of the most good, they can also 
-glan to see that farm labor is 
properly allocated and fully em- 
ployed. 

In this connection, W. R. Reek, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
acid: “The mobilization of any 
labor which may be available and 
not now upon the farms, should 
not be overlooked.” 

Signs are not lacking that the 
farmers, who have been insisting 
that their position as important 
factors in a vitally necessary war 
industry should have greater eon-

I am not sure whether psychol- 
ogy is an art or a science, Prob- 
ably the psychologists are not sure 
either, but personal managers in 
industry—and don’t forget your 
army is the biggest single industry 
im Canada today—long ago found 
out that psychologists could im- 
prove industry’s efficiency and 
eut down waste of materials, man- 
hours and man-power by testing 
the capabilities of applicants for 
employment. 

This is what the army-is doing 
teday through the Directorate of 
Persona! election which applies a 
eapability test to soldiers of all 
ranks in order to determine their 
fitness for their present jobn, 
their capability to undertake 


’ greater responsibilities, their apt- 


itude for instruction in specialties 
Colonel G. B. Chisholm, M.C. and 
Ber, of Toronté heads this per- 
sonnel selection directorate and 
he has gathered to serve with him 
im this important work some of 
the outstanding men in the Do- 
minion. They arrive at their 
eonclusions by the combination of 
an interview and what Is known 
aa an “M” teat. 


Those of you who are familiar 
with general knowledge tests car- 
riled out periodically by “Time” 
Magazine will have some ideg. of 


Saeepintitestmeermer i 


what these tests are, There is 
a difference, however, in that the 
“M”"’ test,-developed after experi- 
ments conducted with more than 
10,000 Canadian soldiers, is ao 
designed that it discovers the ca- 
pability of the subject rather than 
juat his general knowledge. 

And its contlusions, sometimes 
combined with other special tests, 
determine the potentialities of the 
man tested reyardiess of his edu. 
eational standing. 

When it was first announced 
that every member of the Cana- 
dian army would undergo this 
test, considerable trepidation was 
reported. There was apparently 
a sort of tribal fear of the arts 
of the medicine man. This has 
now heen dissipated, largely be- 
cause many a man who might 
otherwise have been condemned 
to the modern equivalent of “foot- 
slogging’ today, as the result of 
the “M” test, has been trainea 
in one of the many specialties 
required in a modern army. 

For the benefit of this column, 
I was permitted to take this test. 
I can’t tell you what it consists 
of because there are thousands 
more yet to try it, but I can tel) 
you, and I am assured by members 
of the Personnel election staff, 
that my reaction is pretty gen- 
erally shared, that it was inter. 
esting, informative, and a very 
pleasant experience —- in fact, 
when this job is finished, I would 
like to be able to copyright some 
of the tests and collect royalties 
from them as excellent parlor 
games. see 

Each test is led up to by a 
short sample which is carefully 
explained by the examining offi- 
cer and no man is allowed to 
race the stop watch until he thor- 
oughly understands the nature ef 
the test he is about to undertake. 
It is not an “I.Q.” test—it is a 
test of capability. It doesn’t 
show entirely what a man knows 
~-it does show if he is capable 
of learning. The tests are car- 
ried out in groups of not more 
than fifty and there is an aasiat- 
ant examiner for each fifteen 
men, 

To us, the individual citizens 
who employ the individual eiti- 
zen’s army, the “M” test is an 
assurance that when the Cana- 
dian army has an opportunity te 
get down to it, the right man will 
be in the right place and the 
right result may be confidently 
be Denon ted.

It was the same raider which 
caught the Zamzam, and she came 
up to his ship in the pitch dark 
of a night, 24 years afterwards 
to the day, when he first was tor- 
pedoed in the original Great War. 

Outlined in the blazing search- 
lights of the raider, his ship was 
an easy target. The first salvo 
sent his funnel crashing to the 
deck, whipped off the after end 
of the bridge, set the deck cargo 
alight. The second salvo carriea 
away the foremast and the wire- 
less cabin and crumpled ints 
twisted metal the steering gear 
and engine room telegraphs. With 
the ship steaming helplessly in an 
erratic circle, the captain ordered 
the crew to the boats. 

Three boats were lowered, their 
shattered, charred hulls taking 
water fast but at least keeping 
the survivors afloat. After seeing 
all his men safely from the ship 
the captain with the third engin- 
eer who had remained with him, 
took to the water, 

Ten minutes later he was picked 
up by the raider’s launch, which 
then picked up his crew. For 
about a month they were prison- 
ers. The story of their release 
when British destroyers overtook 
their prison ship is now a matte 
of history. But the captain's. page 
in history would not be complete 
without the information that serv- 
ing with him in his brand new 
10,000-ton ship of today are the 
Chief Officer, Third Engineer and 
three sailors of the crew who 
survived the raider’s guns, 

Meet, now the captain who 
found # “really amusing” (his 
own description) when his ship 
was torpedoed. True, he got every 
one of his men away safely, with- 


out one as much as being scratch-.

“You know, it was the eoal 
which made t# funny,” he re- 
counted, “When the torpedo hit 
home the pressure in the holds 
forced the coal up through the 
hatches, almost like a fountain of 
black dust.

We were 
quite happy, you know, because 
we had been able to send out a 
eall for help, and e« few hours 
later a big Sunderland flying boat 
came along. We had quite a talk 
with our lamps during which he 
told us to stay where we were, 
because help was on ite way. We 
lay-to at sea anchors and had a 
good sleep, and were picked wp 
all smiling in the morning. 

“Nothing to talk about, really,” 
he added, rather diffidently; 
“Quite amusing, all of it.’

‘ @Xperience, a bombing attack in 
which his ship was. set afire and 
four men killed. For 24 hours, 
with the help of a patrol boat 
which came alongside, they fought 
the fire, and then his ship was 
towed safely to port for repairs.

United Nations In South Pacific. 
Make Last Ditch Stand In Java 


For 7,500 miles from Pearl 
Harbor through the Islands of 
Oceania to Singapore and Ran- 
goon lie the outposts and bastions 
of the United Nations. In three 
months of Japanese advance, the 
outposts have fallen — 
Wake, Hong Kong, Manila, Mal- 
aya, the outer possessions of the. 
Netherlands Indies. 

The mightiest bastion, 
pore, guardian of the sea-gate 
from the Pacific’ to the Indian 
Ocean, is now a great. strategical 
base for the enemy. The two 
remaining bastions, Java and 
Burma, are being pounded by con- 
¢centrated Jupanese forces, 

The Japanese offensive and the 
Allied defence have both been a 
race against time. The Mikado’s 
legions have struck swiftly to gain 
territory and establish footholds 
from which to step to the next 
point of attack. They must strike 
unceasingly to hold these gains 
before the United Nations can as- 
semble overwhelming power in 
men and instruments of war. The 
United Nations must follow a pol- 
icy of delay and attrition until 
they are strong enough to launch 
a counter offensive. 


Singa- 


General MacArthur’s men, iso- 
lated in the Philippines, hold- 
ing out beond all expectations, 


launched an amazing offensive 
raid. . The Chinese in the Asian 
hinterland and the Australians 
among the islands north of Port 
Darwin are also doing their share 
in a wearing down effort against 
the Japanese. 
Java Encircled 

A vast pincers movement has 
been executed against Java, Large 
invasion forces were landed in 
Sumatra to the west of Java; air 
bases established in Borneo to the 
north and the main airport seized 
in the island of Bali to. the south. 
The encirclement of Java appear- 
ed to be complete, 

In the meantime, the 
Nations made plana to hold Java 
whatever the costs might be. 
They marshalled the full might of 
their sea and air power in readi- 
ness for an assault. About two 
weeks ago a large Japanese ar- 
mada was seen by Allied scout 
planes approaching the northern 
Java shore, With, powerful air 
support the Allied fleet steamed 
out to the attack, In the en- 
auing battle, both sides #uffered

Thousands of 
Chinese laborers are rushing con- 
struction in a new life-line for 
supplies from India to China, and 
hoped in Allied quarters 
that Chinese isolation will be of

The security, not only of China 
but. of India was endangered by 
the advance of the Japanese in 
Burma. With Rangoon in thelr 
possession, the Japanese would 
have a base for sea and air: at- 
tacks on the great peninsula of 
India with its 350,000,000 people, 

Change In Command 

General Sir Archibald Wavell, 
Supreme Commander of the Un- 
ited forces in the Southwest Pa- 
cific, has been ordered to resume 
his former post as’ Commanders 
in-Chief of India and Burma, 
leaving the Netherlands in come 
mand of the final battle for the 
East-Indies. Gen. Wavell’s obli- 
gations will be the co-ordination 
of the defence in India and Burma 
with the military operations in 
China. . India must play an in- 
creasingly important part in the 
developing strategy of the war in 
the Far East. As the war pro- 
ceeded, it was chosen as the cent- 
ral point to which most of the war 
munitions of the United States 
would be sent and from which they 
would be distributed to the thea- 
tres of war. Recognizing ‘this, 
the Japanese have already pushed 
their ships into the Indian Ocean 
in an attempt to interrupt the 
flow of supplies to the ports of 
Bombay’ and Calcutta. An in. 
vasion of India by, the Japanese 
appears to be the next major 
step in their plan of pushin 
westward to ‘meet the forces. o 
their German and Italian allies 
somewhere in the Middle East. 

Nazi propaganda is now direct« 
ed against the people of India to 
rise in revolt and overthrow Brit- 
ish rule. The Nazis are pledging 


India all the support in their 
power. Japan is conducting « 
‘similar campaign, promising to - 


include India in her “new order 
of Asia”’. 

-Keen expectation has been 
aroused in India by the British 
government’s promise as to India’s 
future status. India emphatically 
is on the side of the Allies in the 

war, especially on China's, The 
Hindu Congrss party insists, how- 
ever, that if this is a war for 
dernocracy, it must end British 
Imperialism and recognize India’s 
independence, Non-party groups 
would be satisfied-with a. national 
goyernment consisting of officials 
rgsponsible to the crown with full 
dominion status after the 

The Moslems want no major 
changes that will jeopardize their 
rights and their proposals for the 
creation of a separate Moslem 
state in India, So, a. deadlock- 
arises. However, a hope of ulti- 
inate settlement could come from 
a declaration by the United King- 
dom government of what powers 
it would relinquish to allow the 
formation of an interim national 
government representative of all 
parties,

What Science 
Is Doing 


LOCOMOTIVE W WHEELS FASTER 
THAN TRAIN 


Those things which were hard to 
believe about swift motion, like the 
acientists’ story that a locomotive 
wheel can travel faster than the 
train, can now ! n in pictures 
taken by the Mossachusetts Instl- 
tute of Tec multiflash, 

The photos are stills, but there 
are 80 many of them, that every 
bit of motion can be measured to 
a millionth of a second. 

The outer rim of a locomotive 
wheel is shown to travel at the 
top of ita revolution just twice as 
fast as the locomotive. .It is slower 
by the same ratio at the bottom of 
{ta turn. 

In the pictures {t looks as if just 
at the point where the rim touches 
the track it is standing still, That 
is what the scientists say happens. 
This standing still, however, is not 
but to the 
train’s forward motion, as Einstein 
would say. 

A ball dropped straight down, 
and one shot out horizontally from 
the same point, can be seen falling 
toward the earth under gravity’s 
pull at exactly the same rate and 
time. 

A ball bounced up, if not too light

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RUBBER, GASOLINE WILL | MEETING OF MADOC 


REDUCE DRIVING 


Canadian motorists were told by 
Munitions Minister Howe Tuesday 
that their driving would have to be 
reduced to conserve rubber and gas- 
oline and that it would end when 
present tires are worn out until “some 
considerable time after thé war ends.” 

Speaking over a national network 
of the Canadian Broadcasting Corp- 
oration Mr. Howe announced that all 
‘provinces had agreed to reduce speed 
limits to 40 miles an hour as part of 


_ the conservation plan. 


While he said confiscation of tires 
on non-essential cars was not an im- 
mediate possibility he warned: ‘The 
Government will not hesitate to com- 
mandeer tires from ‘private owners of 
non-essential vehicles whenever that 
rubber is needed.” 

Appealing for co-operation in the 
gasoline rationing plan which _ be- 
comes effective April 1 Mr. Howe 
gave indication that any change 
was expected from the five-gallon-per- 
unit © geale previovsly announced 
which gives owners of small non- 
essential cars 300 gallons a year. 

He left no doubt, however, that 
both gasoline and rubber situations 
ah acute and show no signs cf im- 
proving. 

“If I tell you frankly that we are 
likely to lose the war unless we can 
get enough oll and enough rubber, 
you will understand how very serious 
our position is and why conservation 
of these two essentials is causing us 
so much anxiety,” he said. 

Canada’s only ma- 
jor oil field, could produce only 1-16th 
of the country’s need and importation 
on Which Canada must rely for at 
Jeast 80 per cent cf her crude oil sup- 
plies was seriously handicapped by 
timited transportation facilities. 

Submarine attacks made it diffi- 
cult to maintain the size of the tank- 
er “leet, and there was a shortage of 
tank cars. No more cars could _ be 
made under steel limitations which 
also removed the possibility of any 
new pipe lines, Mr. Howe said. 

Every effort had been made to pro- 
vide a fair rationing system and the 
amount of gasoline allowed was the 
maximum “the government dares to 
tlease for these purposes.” | |

Terribly burned about the face and

One, called “triptane,” 
is said to give 50 percent more 
power in bench tests than the 
best aviation gasoline. 

The use of an organic com- 
pound of magnesium in the pro- 
cess makes it too expensive for 
motor car tanks, but that has not 
halted the chemists. They are 
looking for a cheaper method of 
synthesis that will do the job of 
the magnesium, and when they 
can find it, triptane may have 
a brilliant caree.. 

The war in the air furnishes the 
most conclusive proof of the su- 
periority of the new American 
fuels. The struggle for air su- 
premacy may be won by octane 
numbers. Gasoline taken from 
captured German planes averages 
no better than 87, and it is known 
that Japan’s supply of high-octane 
fuel is limited. British and 
American planes have an ample 
supply of the 100-octane fuel 
made possible by improved refin- 
ing and blending methods, 

Only a few years ago fuel of 
this grade was so rare that 
@amples cost $30 a gallon. Now 
the United States Government is 
buying it in tank car lots, and 
plans are under way to increase 
roduction to more than 5,000,- 
00 gallons a day.

War Material Sent 
Abroad By Britain 
Lord Halifax Assorte “Appal- 


ling Risk” Taken In 1941 
1941 


Great Britain shipped 9,000 
planes and 3,000 tanks abroad in 
1941 at “appalling risk”’..to the 
safety of the home front, Viscount 
Halifax said recently in answer 
to accusations that Britain “leaves 
the fighting to her friends’. 

Some of that material played 
a vital part “in the historic de- 
fence of Moscow,” the British 
ambassador said in a speech be- 
fore the American Academy of 
Political and Social Science. 

“In 1941, we got 2,000 aircraft 
from this country, but we sent 
more than 9,000 overseas,” he 
declared. ‘‘We imported 200 tanks 
but we sent abroad 3,000. We 
have had to take appalling riske 
with the safety of Great Britain 
by sending vital war material at 
critical times to ohter theatres of 
war. 

“T hear it saig that Britain site 
behind 3,500,000 bayoneta in her 
island fortress and leaves the 
fighting to her friends. 

2,000,000 of these soldiers are 
home guards whose full-time work 
is in war industries. The other 
1,500,000 have got to defend 
something like 3,000 miles ef 
coasta and 90,000 square miles 
inside them, 

“Certainly, I do not think that 
the idea of the British Isles being 
would 
be accepted by any responsible 
military opinion.’ 

Lord Halifax said seventy per 
cent of the Emplire’s casualties 
on land were borne by the British 
Isles and “at sea they have been 
heavier atill.’”’

Because I am not as young as 
I used to be and, therefore, a mite 
om the clumsy side I have a few 
assorted bruises to report that the 
young, fit, well-trained tank man 
would not.

“tankers!” And they have a right 
to be. They spend their fighting

They carry 
the battle to, through and beyond 
the enemy. That sort of thing calls 
for light-hearted efficiency—and 
that same light-hearted efficiency 
guarantees a cocky bearing and a 
jaunty stride.

During my two weeks’ stay in 
India I had the gpportunity of dis- 


est civil and military -authorities 
as well as with my Indian friends 
questions concerning joint plans 
igainst aggression and the objective 
of our common efforts. I was hap- 
py to find that there was full sym- 
pathy and general understanding 
between us. 

My mission is now drawing to a 
close. On the eve of my departure 
I wish to bid farewell to all -my 
friends in India and to thank you 
for the many kindnesses shower- 
ed upon Mme. Chiang and myself. 

The briefness of my stay has 
not permitted me to tell the In- 
dian peeple all that I “Wished to 
say. | avail myself’ of this oppor- 
tunity to address to them this 
farewell message, It Is an expres- 
sion of my high and warm regard 
and of long cherished hopes for 
India. It comes from the depth 
of my heart. 

Since my arrival in this country 
I found to my great éatisfaction 
that there exists among the peo- 
ple of India a unanimous deter- 
mination to-oppose aggression. 

China and India 

China and India comprise one- 
half of the world’s population. 
Their common frontier extends 
3,000 kilometers. In the 2,000 years’ 


history of their intercourse, which © 


has been of a purely cultural and 
commercial character, there has 
never been any armed conflict. 
Indeed, nowhere else can one find 
so long a period of uninterrupted 
peace between two neighboring 
countries. 

This is trrefutable proof that 
our two peoples are peace-loving 
by nature, Today they have not 
only identical interests but also 
the same destiny. For this reason 
they are duty bound to side with 
antl-aggression countries and to 
fight shoulder to shoulder in order 
to secure real peace for the whole 
world, 

Moreover, our two peoples have 
an outstanding virtue in common 
~hamely, the noble spirit of self- 
eacrifice for the sake of justice 
and righteousness. It ia this tra- 
ditional spirit which should move 
them toward self-negation for the 
salvation of mankind. It arms 
against aggression and in it is also 
this spirit which prompted China 
to be the first to take up the 
present war to ally herself un- 
hestitatingly with other antl- 
aggression countries not merely 
for the purpose of securing her 
own freedom but also for the pur- 
pose of securing justice and free- 
dom for all. 

I vyenture to suggest to my 
brethren people of India at this 
most critical moment in the his- 
tory of civilization that our two 
peoples should exert themselves to 
the utmost tn the cause of freedom 
of all mankind, for only in a free 
world could the Chinese and In- 
dian peoples obtain their freedom. 
Furthermore, should freedom be 
dented to elther China or India, 
there could be no real international 
peace, 

A World Divided 

The present international situa- 
tin divides the world into two 
camps, the aggression camp and 
the anti-aggression camp. All those 
who opposed aggression by striv- 
ing for the freedom of their coun- 
try and of other countries should 
join the camp. 
There is no middle course and 
there is no time to. wait for de- 
yvelopments, 

Now is the crucial moment for 
the whole future of mankind. The 
issue before us does not concern 
the dispute of any one man or

‘Luis leads us to believe that the 
Pacific war is the turning point 
in the histury of ngtionalism. The 
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method, however, by which the 
peoples of the world could achieve 
their freedom might be different: 
from what it used to be. 

_ The anti-aggression nations now 
expect that in this new era the 
people of India will voluntarily 
bear their full share of responal- 
bility in the present struggle for 
the. survival of a free world, ts 
which India must play her part. 
The vast majority of world opin- 
fon ia in full sympathy with In- 
dia’s aspirations for freedom, This. 
sympathy is so valuable and so 
difficult to obtain that it cannot 
be appraised in terms of mohey or 
material and should therefore by 
all means be retained. 

The.present struggle ia one be 
tween freedom and slavery, be 
tween light and darkness, between 
good and evil, between resistance 
and aggression. Should the anti- 
aggression front lose the war, 
world civilization would suffer a 
setback for at least 100 years and 
there would be no end of human 
suffering. 

Japan's Record In Asia 

So far as Asia is “foncerned, the 
cruelties committed by the Japa- 
nese militarists are beyond de 
scription. The suffering and op- 
pression, which have been the — 
fate of Formosans and Koreans 
since their subjugation by Japan, 
should serve as a warning. 

As regards barbarities com- 
mitted by the Japanese Army since 
our war of resistance, the fall of 
Nanking in December, 1937, fa a 
case in point. Over 200,000 -civillang 
were massacred within one week. 

For the last five years the clyil- 
fan population of Free China has 
been subjected almost dally to 
bombings from the’ air and bom- 
bardmenta by heavy artillery. In 
every place invaded by Japanese 
troops, men, women and children 
were olther assaulted or killed, 
The young men and the educated - 
people received their special at- 
tention with. the result that men 
of intelligence and ideas have been 
tortured. 

Nor is this all. Institutions of 
gulture, objects of historical in- 
terest and value and even articlea 
necessary for livellhoou, such as 
cooking utensils, plows, tools and 
domestic animals have been elther 
forcibly taken away or destroyed. 
In places under Japanese military 
occupation rape, rapine, incendiar- 
ism, murder are frequent occu 
rences, 

Moreover, they have with official 
connivance everywhere opened op- 
jum dens, gambling houses and 
houses -of illfame in order to 
sap the vitality of the people and 
destroy thelr spirit. Such fs the 
disgraceful conduct of the Japs 
nese, the like of which t& not 
found in countries invaded by 
other aggressor nations. What I 
have just said is but an inadequate 
description of the true atate of 
affairs aa reported by Chinese and 
foreign eyewitnesses, — 

India’s Support Urged 

In these horrible times of sayv- 
agery and brute force, the people 
of China and thelr brethren peo- 
ple of India should for the sake 
of civilization and human free 
dom give their united support te 
the principles embodied in the At- 
lantic Charter and in the joint dee 
laration of twenty-six nations, and 
ally themselves with the antt- 
aggression front. I hope they will 
wholeheartedly join the Allies 
hamely, China, Great Britain, Am- 
erica and the Soviet Union, and 
participate in the struggle for the 
survival of a free world until com- 
plete victory ts achieved and the 
duties invtident upon them in these 
troubled times have been fully 
discharged, 

Lastly, I sincerely hope and I 
confidently belleve that our Aly 
Great Britain, without waiting for 
any demands on the part of the 
people of India, will as speedily 
as possible give them-real political 
power 80 that they may be in a 
position further to develop their 
spiritual and Material strength and 
thts realize that their participation 
in the war: is not merely ald te 
the anti-aggression nations for 
securing victory but also the tura- 
ing point in their struggle for 
India’s freedom, From the objeo 
tive point of view, | am of the 
opinion this would be the wisest 
policy which will redound to. the 
credit of the British Empire,

TABLE TALKS

Adventures In 
Economy 


The homemaker going to mar- 
ket with her basket over her arm 
to seek health and nourishment 
for her family has probably fewer 
coins in her purse than last year. 
Swollen budgets are a challenge 
to her ingenuity for it takes 
careful planning and clever man- 
ipulation to arrange wholesome 
but attractive meals when dollars 
are scarce. 

Wise choice must be made, as 
one ponders before attractive 
fruite and vegetables. The quart 
of milk allowed for each child 
need not all be fresh milk; evap- 
orated milk will do for many 
things in cooking. Cereals are of 
the least expensive foods. They 
furnish a large supply of energy 
for the amount of money invest- 
ed. Whole grain cereals are also 
a source of minerals, vitamins 
and bulk, and are necessary when 
the amount of fresh fruits and 
vegetables has to be decreased. 

From the standpoint of food 
value, fruite and vegetables: are 
very similar. Vegetables may be 
made to serve double duty. Raw 
cabbage is a good source of Vita- 
min C. Oranges, onions, turnips, 
pursnips and carrots are all ex- 
cellent sources of food value and 
minerals. , 

Dried fruits, peas and beans 
are just as nourising as fresh ones 
and are usually cheaper. Also 
they cost leas in bulk than in 
fancy packaged varieties. Care 
should be taken to supply bulk 
in the form of whole grain eer- 
eals and the cheaper raw veget- 
ables. 

Bananas are one of the most 
nutritious fruits and when fully 
ripe are easily digested by old 
and young. 


Baked Onions 

For baking onions, choose a 
large mild-flavored variety. Cut 
the onions in half crosswise and 
simmer in slightly salted water 
until about half done. Lift the 
onions out and arrange in a bak- 
ing dish (if they do not stand up 
easily, they may be baked in muf- 
fin tins). Remove the centres 
without disturbing the . outer 
layers, Chop the onion centres 
and add to the stuffing described 
below. Fill the onion shells with 
this mixture; cover and bake in 
a moderate oven for about one- 
half hour, or until the onions are 
tender. Remove the cover from 
the baking dish during the last 
of the cooking so that the onions 
will brown well on top. 

Stuffing for Feur Onions 

1 tablespoon butter or cther fat 
% teaspoon savory seasoning 

Onions from centres, chopped 
« pound ground meat (may~ be 

hamburger, chopped bacon or
